We in Alberta know what the’ ad- 
vent of forest fires mean, People all 
over the Dominion know that com- 
ing of auto tourists increases the 
hazards of the street and the high- 
way. 
this latter peril that Mayor Houde’s 
proclamation has been made. 

The coming summer would be an 
excellent time for adoption of a sim- 
ilar plan, not merely in Calgary but 
in Alberta generally. Already a 
start has been made to tighten up 
control of motoring, and institution 
of a ‘‘safety lane’’ has brought sig- 
nificant results. Forest fires prom- 
ise to be worse this year than for 
over a decade, and our first tasite of 
these has been bitter. The complete 
destruction of a building on the Cal- 
gary Exhibition Grounds last week 
presented an example of the fire 
danger in the city—accentuated, as 
it is in the forest by the prevailing 
dryness. Later in the year the an- 
nual dangers of the hunting season 
will appear, and the annual warning 
about care of firearms will be sound- 
ed, and forgotten, after the first ac- 
cident has occurred.
